AUSTRIANS ARE 
USING A NEW 
POISON GAS 


Said to Be One Hundred Times 
Stronger Than Ever 
Used Before

AMSTERDAM, Nov. 5.—-According 
to the correspondent at Gorizia of the 
Budapest newspaper Pesti Hirlap, the 
Austrians made their attack upon Gor- 
izila with a new poisonous gas, the 
invention of a Vienese professor

to the ground and rendered the Ital- 
jian masks useless against the new in-

And a 
country educated and priding it- 
self in the principles of democracy 
cannot be either united or whole- 
hearted in a cause which is back- 
ed by a policy of disfranchisement 
and autocracy. It is the common
